A  HOT  RACE  IS  INDICATED  IN  THE  TOWER  QUEEN 
election  this  year  with  Greek  organization  feuds  adding  fuel 
to  the  fire. 

Following  the  lead  set  during  the  ’59  Homecoming  con¬ 
test,  the  Student  Senate  again  clamped  down  on  the  amount 
of  open  campaigning  and  the  kick-off  date  was  held  until 
today,  March  9,  only  three  -  — 

days  before  the  election. 

But  the  candidate  backers 
seemed  unconcerned  with  these 
restrictions.

Humphreys,  indicated. 

This  coalition  has  taken 
the  past  two  queen  contests 
and  “we  think  we  can  do  it 
again,”  he  added. 

Although  the  Tri  Sig's  pulled 
14  winners  out  of  ttie  past  19 
all-school  "queen  contests,  both 
the  1959  Tower  and  Homecom¬ 
ing  royalty  honors  were  cap¬ 
tured  by  the  Alpha’s.
